4 Cuyahoga 
Deputies Fired 


Jailbreak Leads 
To Major Shakeup 


CLEVELAND (A P )-F our dep­ 
uties who were on duty at the 
Cuyahoga County Jail while five 
prisoners spent three nights car­ 
rying out a jailbreak have been 
fired. 
Those fired Friday join a fifth 
who was fired Thursday for al­ 
leged negligence in the escape. 
Three deputies were suspended 
Friday also. 
Early today, FBI agents ap­ 
prehended one of the escapees 
Kenneth E. Canda, 27, of Cleve­ 
land, on a downtown Toledo 
itreet. Canda was unarmed and 
offered no resistance. He was re­ 
turned to Cleveland. 
Executive Officer John L. Ko- 
cevar said all the deputies in­ 
volved had worked in the es­ 
capees’ fourth-floor cell block 
between the time the prisoners 
began sawing through the bars 
Sunday until they broke out 
Tuesday. 
He indicated other firings and 
suspensions might follow. 
Three of the prisoners who 
broke out are still missing. 
Fired were James Litetria, 65; 
Omar Shaffrank, 63; Joseph Vis- 
corni, 45; and William Straw- 
bridge, 32. 
Ten day suspensions were giv­ 
en to Leonard Kraemer, 62; 
Owen Taylor, 61; and Norman 
Ochring. 
Richard C. Williams, 52, was 
fired Thursday. 
Deputies said a sweetheart of 
the fifth prisoner whose escape 
was foiled when he fell and 
broke his ankle, a 17-year-old 
Xiii, smuggled three hacksaw 
blades into the cells Sunday. 
They were concealed in tooth­ 
paste tubes. 
The deputies are supposed to 
check the jail bars regularly. 
Kocevar said the men insisted 
they had checked, but he added 
that even a slight investigation 
should have revealed the cut­ 
ting.

Harvey was in good condition 
In a hospital here today after 
doctors took 50 stitches to close 
wounds in his scalp, hand and 
foot.

But Friday, as he talked with 
newsmen at New York’s Kenne­ 
dy Airport before going to Ja­ 
pan on a business trip, Nixon 
stressed a need for the GOP to

As for his own role, Nixon 
waved aside question on wheth­ 
er he would be “available as a 
candidate” for president in 1968 
by stating: 
“I am not available for any 
position I can see.” 
As for the possibility that he 
may be a suitable “ compromise 
choice” as Republican national 
chairman to unite the warring 
wings of the GOP, the former 
vice president and 1960 GOP 
presidential candidate, said; “I 
have no presumption to be a 
leader without portfolio.” 
At a news conference in San 
Francisco, Nixon said Republi­ 
cans 
should 
begin reshaping 
their fortunes next January. 
“We must make a comeback 
in 1966,” he said, adding that 
Republicans should “close the 
book” on the 1964 presidential 
election defeat, restore party 
unity for the 1966 congressional 
elections and “ avoid any specu­ 
lation about 1968.” 
One of Goldwater’s staunchest 
backers, Texas Republican Sen. 
John G. Tower, said those who 
want to oust National Chairman 
Dean Burch — hand-picked by 
Coldwater last summer to head 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee — are putting “heat . . . 
on the wrong man.” 
Republicans who didn’t sup­ 
port 
Goldwater’s 
candidacy, 
Tower 
said, 
“are 
on 
weak 
grounds when they try to assess 
the blame” for last week’s over­ 
whelming Republican defeat. 
Tower 
insisted 
Goldwater’s 
margin of defeat would have 
been smaller if the Republicans 
who stayed neutral or hostile to 
his candidacy had lent their 
prestige and effort to eliminate 
what 
he termed 
the 
“false 
impression” that Coldwater is a 
“trigger happy ogre with no 
feeling for social problems.” 
He said Burch’s job was to 
organize 
the 
campaign 
and 
raise funds and that this was 
“ well carried out.” 
And, Tower said, “this is not 
the time to yell for scalps.” 
Asked 
specifically 
if 
he 
thought Burch should remain as 
GOP national chairman, Tower 
said: “ I don’t think we should 
try and decide who should be 
national chairman at this time. 
We should take a calm analyti­ 
cal look at the results of the 
election.” 
There were these other devel­ 
opments on the political scene: 
In San Francisco, Democratic 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown and 
GOP Sen.-elect George Murphy 
agreed to work closely in trying 
to 
resolve 
California’s prob­ 
lems. Brown said although he 
and Murphy are “far apart in 
political philosophy,” on “the 
bread and butter issues affect­ 
ing the state, I’m sure we’ll 
stand together.” 
In Washington, Rep. John Bell 
Williams, D-Miss., said he is 
entitled to and expects to be 
seated in Congress in January 
as a Democrat. House Demo­ 
cratic liberals are trying to oust 
Williams and Rep. Albert W. 
Watson of South Carolina from 
the party caucus because they 
supported Coldwater for presi­ 
dent.

Hocking Flood 
Plans Studied 


Engineers Ponder 
History vs. Need 


LOGAN, Ohio (AP) — State 
ments approving and protest 
ing plans for revamping the 
Hocking River for flood control 
and water resources are being 
studied by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 
The opinions were gathered 
here Friday at a public hearing 
attended by some 400 officials 
and residents of the river area. 
Col. Harrington W. Cochran, 
District Engineer of the Hunt­ 
ington, W. Va., District, read 
the preliminary report resulting 
tom a two-year study. 
The proposal calls for relocat­ 
ing and widening the Hocking 
River st Athens and construct­ 
ing reservoirs near Rush Creek 
at Sugar Grove and near Clear 
Creek at Logan. Cochran said 
the changes could prevent 90 
per cent of the damage occur­ 
ring in Athens because of flood­ 
ing. He estimated the damage 
at $200,000 a year. 
He spoke of the water im­ 
poundment projects as urgent 
needs, noting that water prob­ 
lems are grave throughout the 
nation. 
A major point of protest came 
over the historical and scientific 
importance of the areas which 
impoundment would cover, in 
eluding a gorge which has been 
of special interests to geologists. 
Owners of country homes in 
the Clear Creek area protested 
what they termed the proposed 
destruction of natural beauty. 
Other protests concerned the use 
of land for water impoundment 
projects which would prevent 
its use for industrial and home 
sites. 
The Engineers indicated some 
possibility of altering dam sites, 
but Cochran said need might 
have to take priority over his 
tory.

U.S. A-Sub Leaves Japan; 
Leftist Protest Fizzles 


SASEBO, Japan (AP) — Tile 
U.S. 
nuclear 
submarine Sea- 
dragan returned to its Pacific 
patrol today, leaving behind an­ 
gry leftists who failed to pro­ 
dupe the massive protest dem­ 
onstrations they promised for 
the three-day visit. 
About 
30 
Communists 
sat 
down outside the gates of the 
big American Navy base an 
hour before the submarine glid­ 
ed out 
of the harbor. 
Two 
minutes after the Seadragon left 
its mooring they got to their 
feet, raised clenched fists and 
shouted: “Atom sub go home... 
don’t come back!” 
Leftist groups — Socialists, 
Communists 
and 
some labor 
unions 
—tried to muster big 
protests 
against 
the 
subma­ 
rine’s visit. They predicted up 
to 15,000 persons would demon­ 
strate but the peak was about 3,- 
000. 
Police clashed with demon­ 
strators several times, but inju­ 
ries were confined mostly to 
bloody noses and bruises. 
The Seadragon came to Sase­ 
bo to take on provisions and 
give its 9 officers and 99 enlisted 
men a recreational visit. Japan 
and the United States recently 
reached agreement on such vis­ 
its by nuclear powered vessels. 
Leftists contended the visit 
would o p e n the way for intro­ 
duction of nuclear weapons into 
Japan. U.S. officials denied this 
and pointed out the Seadragon 
carried no nuclear weapons.

Arab Outputs

New Middle East 
Crisis Is Feared 


TEL AVIV. Israel ( AP) — 
Syria has lodged an urgent com­ 
plaint with the United Nations 
after Israeli jets battered Arab 
outposts in t h e heaviest border 
fight between the two nations in 
recent years. 
Tension had been building up 
along the 50-mile border, scene 
of a number of recent clashes. 
Israeli engineers are in the 
area preparing for Israel’s plan 
to divert the waters of the Jor­ 
dan Riber from the Sea of Gali­ 
lee to the Negev Desert. The 
Arab world opposes the plan 
and some observers fear the 
issue could spark a new Middle 
East crisis. 
Each side blamed the other 
for starting the 100-minute clash 
Friday along the frontier 25 
miles north of the Sea of Gali­ 
lee. U.N. observers, who super­ 
vise a shaky cease-fire in the 
area, began an investigation of 
the battle. 
An Israeli army spokesman 
said 3 Israelis were killed and 
ll others injured, 5 seriously.

Truman 
He Was 
Says MacArthur Thought 
'Greater than President’ 


NEW YORK (AP) - Former 
President Harry S. Truman has 
renewed his conflict with the 
late Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
who, he says, “thought he was 
greater than the President of 
the United States.” 
Truman dismissed MacArthur 
as Far East commander in 1951 
during the Korean War after 
accusing him of insubordina­ 
tion. 
In a taped interview shown 
over some 50 television stations 
Friday night, Truman fired off 
some sharply critical comments 
about the general, who died in 
April at the age of 84. 
The 80 • year • old Truman 
called 
MacArthur an egotist, 
contending that the general’s 
occupation rule in Japan after 
the war brought it o u t

tion that without hin^ the whole

cisco commending MacArthur. 
“ I told the American people 
and the world that the thing was 
in control in the F ar East and 
that I didn’t think the Chinese 
were coming into Korea. And 
then,

pened.” 
In 
his 
memoirs, 
published 
shortly before his death, Mac­ 
Arthur said he did not tell Tru­ 
man Red China would stay out 
of the war. “This is a prevari­ 
cation,” MacArthur; wrote 
in 
reply to Truman’s earlier as­ 
sertions on the Wake Island 
meeting. 
In his book, MacArthur said 
“ artificial 
restrictions” 
had 
been placed on his conduct of 
the Korean War, preventing vic­ 
tory. 
Truman said he and MacAr­ 
thur tam e to gript over pursuit 


of Chinese planes north of the 
Yalu River. 
On this point, Truman said: 
“When MacArthur faced up to 
me and told me that he wanted 
to fight an all-out war in the 
Far East, I told him it couldn’t 
be done...I had to watch the 
whole world and be sure that 
the free world was not invaded 
by the Russians in an endeavor 
to make the whole world Com­ 
munist.” 
He said that when MacArthur 
sent a telegram of “congratula­ 
tions to the commander of the 
American Legion, urging that 
bombs 
be dropped 
in 
Man­ 
churia,” 
that 
was 
the 
last 
straw. 
“That really burned me up,” 
Truman said. “This was a flat 
challenge to the authority of the 
President of the United States. I 
had to make a decision on what 
to do about a general who had 
been insubordinate.”

Pickaway County’s first a n d 
only Peace Corps representative 
is Jerry Patrick, son of Mr. and 
Mr. Dane Patrick, Route I, 
Kingston. 
Patrick is a graduate of 
Pickaway Twp. High School. 
He was active here, in 4-H, 
having completed ll years of 
dub work and O O p r o j e c t s . 
These included forestry, con­ 
servation, Junior Leadership 
and dairy. He also was the re­ 
cipient of the county 4-H Dairy 
Achievement Award. 
After entering Ohio State Uni­ 
versity in 1960 as a dairy hus­ 
bandly student, Patrick became 
active in the 
University 4-H, 
Dairy Science and Dramatics 
Chibs. He was a member of Al­ 
pha Gamma Sigmi, profession­ 
al agricultural fraternity. 
The Pickaway Countian com­ 
pleted his Peace Corps training 
in November of 1963. He was as­ 
signed to do training work with 
4-S clubs in a southern county 
of Brazil. 
Here is the first of his articles 
to acquaint fellow 
Pickaway 
Countians with his work: 
OOO 
THERE are 
two 
different 
types of people in Brazil. Not the 
Indians and the civilized, but 
the rich and the poor. 
To speak of, there is no mid­ 
dle class. Brazilians are either 
q u i t e well to do and live in a 
big apartment in one of Brazil’s 
large cities or they are the com­ 
mon people who live (if you can 
call it that) in the vast farming 
interior or in one of the many 
alums of the cities. 
Now for the Amazon. At one 
time many y e a r s ago it was 
noted for its wild Indian tribes 
and so called head hunters. But 
that is almost nonexistent now. 
I’m not saying that this situation 
does not exist, but it is outdated 
and not a true image. 
This is the ir^ge that would 
like to be forgotten by the Bra­ 
silians. But it is still present­ 
ed in history books and grade 
school stories and does that 
region of the country injustice. 
The Amazon is navigated by 
sea going vessels 2,300 miles in­ 
land. It is one of the most indus­ 
trialized and civilized parts of 
Brazil. 
I work side by side each day 
with a terrific Brazilian by t**e 
name of Edson de Souze Babe- 
ire. He is from Amazonas, the 
farthest interior state on the Am­ 
azon River. 
• v v 
THE BIGGEST mistake made 
by p e o p l e when talking of 
Brazil is the language. Contrary 


to most people’s belief, it is 
not Spanish. Brazil was claim­ 
ed and settled by the Portugese 
and definitely shows the cultur­ 
al marks of its founders. Thus 
the national language Is Portu­ 
gese. 
I would like to eliminate a few 
misconceptions about the Peace 
Corps. 
No matter how many 
times it is explained or said, the 
Peace Corps p r o g r a m is not 
one for adventure seekers or 
people with bright ideas of fun 
an excitement. The going is 
really rough and full of h a r d 
work with little recognit' in and 
lots of disappointments and de­ 
pression. 
To g r a d u a t e from Peace 
Corps training after a IO or 12 
week training period to an actual 
Peace Corps Volunteer is just 
the beginning and probably the 
easiest part. To be able to live 
with a people almost entirely 
unknown to you, speak a differ 
ent language, have diffeient cus 
toms and living conditions is 
sometimes unbearable. 
You not o n l y have to live 
with them but also must gain 
their 
confidence, work 
and 
play side by side, day in a n d 
day out. But most of all we 
must show them we are not 
here to hand out gifts but rath­ 
er to help them help themselv­ 
es. 
This is the true American im 
age that the Peace Corps is cre­ 
ating no matter what type 
of 
program it is — be it school 
teachers, doctors, engineers or 
agriculture extensionists. People 
of all nations will sit back a n d 
wait if they know that something 
is going to be given or done for 
them without having to raise a 
finger. After it is given nothing 
else becomes of it and nothing is 
gained. 
I am working as an agricul­ 
ture extensionist with a partner 
home economist. Her name is 
Susan Vine. By coincidence she 
is from Ohio, too — Canton to be 
exact. We work in two counties 
r 
t r a v e l by means of a 
jeep by the name of Vipa which 
we d e r i v e d from the first 
two letters of our last names.

WE ARE working in a re­ 
placement group requested by 
the Brazilian government to re­ 
place the volunteers who have 
terminated their two years ser­ 
vice.

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ger part in the lives of adults in 
the community. 
The members of these 4-S 
clubs are learning new meth­ 
ods and techniques of agricul­ 
ture and h o m e economics. 
These are things that t h e i r 
parents do not know or will 
not accept. 
For example, one of the big 
projects is growing corn. N o t 
just corn but hybrid corn. 
The members were given a 
small amount of hybrid seed to 
be planted along beside their fa­ 
ther’s corn and in full n« w. The 
r e s u l t is almost invariably 
that the hybrid out - produces the 
common one. 
v v v 


HOWEVER, the parent isn’t 
going to stand for his little IO or 
12-year-old son to out-produce 
him. So the next year he plants 
hybrid corn. 
But sorry to say, the father is 
&o i n g to lose again. This year 
the son uses manure and fertili­ 
zer with a few simple conserva­ 
tion practices. And so goes th e 
cycle of reform. 
Does this sound familiar? It 
does, because this same trick 
was played on thousands of 
American farmers not so many 
years ago. 
The 4-S clubs are no* an ex­ 
tra • curricular activity, b u t 
almost a means to a future 
for most of its members. Agri­ 
culture conditions here are al­ 
most unbelievable. There is al­ 
most no such thing as soil con­ 
servation. 
T h e farming practices a r e 
those handed down from father 
a n d grandfather. O n e of the 
main objectives of these 4-S 
clubs is to train a local u ader to 
show members how to use what 
he has to earn more money. We 
are here to do just that and to 
help these leaders and members 
to improve their lives, too. 
The simplest methods in nutri­ 
tion, home cleanliness, c h i l d 
care and sewing can make the 
biggest difference upon t h e 
household. The same holds true 
for the farm. Anything that can 
improve techniques, soil conser- 
v a t i o n, animal management, 
production and reproduction and 
nutrition will help.

ON 300-ACRE 
farms, 
they

Wheat Has 
Difficulty 
Getting Start

Lack of rainfall, along with 
some possible Hessian fly dam­ 
age, is making it difficult for 
th** fall’s wheat seeding to get 
started. 
Much of the soil was dust at 
seeding time. If farmers were 
not careful in seedbed prepa­ 
ration, the seed was planted 
too deep. 
In many cases where it was 
seeded deep in dusty soil, a light 
rain followed. Crusting occurr­ 
ed and wheat has found it almost 
impossible to emerge. Fields in 
this condition can be aided by a 
light rotary hoeing. 
Other farmers became a little 
too eager at planting time and 
jumped the gun (rn the fly date. 
This provided a wonderful op­ 
portunity for the adult Hessian 
fly to lay her eggs, particularly 
(rn nan-resistant varieties. 
* * • 


IF NON-RESISTANT varie­ 
ties are sown before fly date the 
fly will lay eggs on the n e w 
seedlings. 
However, if the seeding is not 
made the fly will emerge. If 
no plants are present the f ly 
dies without multiplying. The 
life of the adult fly is only two 
or three days. 
lf fly damage is done in ear­ 
ly seeded wheat it will show up 
as lack of tilling and a general 
lack of vigor. Fields that show 
possible Hessian fly damage 
should be reported to the County 
Extension office. 


Pumpkin pie, 
that 
classic 
Thanksgiving dessert, 
is 
an 
ideal choice for fall menus. It’s 
rich in flavor and vitamin A 
value. 
This dessert is easy to make, 
although it requires some skill 
and knowledge of food prepara­ 
tion, says Mrs. Pauline Hall, Ex­ 
tension nutritionist at the Ohio 
State University. 
A soggy crust spoils a pump­ 
kin or cutard pie. Preventing 
this condition is a 
challenge 
even for experenced cooks. 
Many 
methods 
have 
been 
tried. Some, such as partial bak­ 
ing of the crust, coating the 
crust with raw egg white or 
heating it until the egg white 
is coagulated, have no value. 
A partially baked crust be­ 
comes more soaked than an un­ 
baked one and tends to be heavy 
and so g g y. Raw egg white 
blends with the filling and does 
not protect the crust. 
The low baking temperatures 
recommended for cooking egg 
mixture prolong baking t i m e 
and permit soaking of the crust. 
To improve crusts with pump­ 
kin and custard pies, try these 
suggestions: use a somewhat 
drier pastry made with slightly 
less water than an ordinary 
crust; chill the pastry for an 
hour before adding the filling; 
use a high oven temperature 
(450 degrees) for the first IO 
minutes of baking, then reduce 
the temperature; 
A coagulated or thickened cus­ 
tard will not penetrate the crust 
as readily as an uncooked mix­ 
ture. So use scalded milk for 
the filling and increase the egg 
content to shorten coagulation 
time. Use three eggs per pint 
of milk; don’t overcook the pie. 
An overcooked custard will ex­ 
ude enough w a t e r to result 
in a very wet crust. 
Glass or dull finish metal pans 
are recommended for baking 
either fresh or frozen pies. 
Shiny pans reflect heat away 


from the pie and results in pale 
or underdone bottom crusts. 
Paper, dark tin or enamel 
pans do not transfer heat well. 
The result is uneven baking of 
edges and bottom crust

ORDINANCE NO. 59-64 
( 
AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NO. 3720 OF THE 
CITY OF C I R C L E V I L L E , 
STATE OF OHIO. 
WHEREAS, Tho Council of the 
City of Circleville, State of Ohio, 
deems it necessary, in the interest of 
the promotion of the public health, 
safety, convenience, comfort, pros­ 
perity and g e n e r a l welfare, to 
amend the zoning ordinance of said 
City of Circleville, State of Ohio, now 
therefore, 
BE IT O R D A I N E D BY THE 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF CIR­ 
CLEVILLE, STATE OF OHIO: 
That Section I, Section 3, Section 7 
and Section 8 of Ordinance No. 3720 
are hereby repealed. 
That Section I of Ordinance No. 
3720 shall be as follows: 
Section I. Definitions 
For the purposes of this O r d i n ­ 
ance, certain terms and words a r e 
hereby defined, as follows: 
Words used in the present tense in­ 
clude the future; words in the sin­ 
gular n u m b e r include the plural 
number and w o r d s in the plural 
number include t h e singular num­ 
ber; the word "building” includes 
the word 
"structure”; 
the 
word 
“lot” includes the word "plot” ; t h e 
words "used for” include the mean­ 
ing "designed for” ; and the w o r d 
"shall” is mandatory and not direc­ 
tory. 
Accessory building. A subordinate 
building or portion of main building, 
the use of w h I c h is incidental to 
that of the main building. 
Alley. A public thoroughfare n o t 
over twenty (20) feet wide. 
Apartment. A room or suite of 
rooms used as a single family dwel­ 
ling including bath and culinary ac­ 
commodations, located in a building 
in w h i c h are two or more s u c h 
rooms or suites. 
Apartment Hotel. An apartment 
building under resident supervision 
w h i c h maintains an inner lobby 
through which 
all 
tenants 
must 
pass to gain a c c e s s to the apart­ 
ments and which may furnish f o r 
the exclusive use of its tenants by 
previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply services or­ 
dinarily furnished by such hotels. 
Apartment House. A building or 
portion thereof used or intended to 
be used as a residence for two or 
more families living in separate 
apartments. 
Basement. A story partly under­ 
ground. which shall not be included 
as a story for purposes of height 
measurement unless used for dwell­ 
ing purposes by other than the jani­ 
tor or his family. 
Boarding House. A building other 
than a hotel where lodging and 
meals for five or more persons but 
not exceeding twenty persons are 
provided for compensation pursuant 
to previous arrangement and no t 
to any one who may apply. 
Block. That property abutting on 
one side of a s t r e e t between t h e 
two nearest intersecting streets or 
other natural barriers. 
Building. 
A 
structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls 
and when separated by a division 
wall without opening, each portion 
of s u c h building shall be deemed 
a separate building. 
Building A r e a . The maximum 
horizontal projected area of a build­ 
ing and its accessories, excluding 
open porches, steps, terraces, and 
cornices projecting n o t more than 
thirty (30) inches. 
Building, front of. That portion of 
a building line or yard line. adjacent 
to the s t r e e t line affording princi­ 
pal access to the building. 
Building, rear of. That portion of a 
building line or yard line opposite to 
the front line of a building, whether 
or not affording service access to 
the building. 
Building, height of. The perpendic­ 
ular distance at the center of a build­ 
ing's principal front measured from 
the established grade to the h i g h 
point of the roof for a flat roof; to 
the deck line of mansard roof; and 
to the mean height level (between 
eaves end ridge) for gable, hip or 
gambrel roofs. For building set back 
from the s t r e e t line the height of 
the building may be measured from 
the average elevation of the finished 
g r a d e along the front of the build­ 
ing. providing that no more than one 
(I) foot in h e i g h t shall be allow­ 
ed for each ten (IO) feet the budding 
is set back from the street line. 
Building line. Clearance line limit­ 
ing the approach to a lot line of a 
building exclusive of terraces, walk­ 
ways or separate accessory build­ 
ings. 
Certificate or occupancy and com­ 
pliance. A statement signed by the 
administrative officer, setting forth 
e i t h e r that a building or structure 
complies with the Zoning Ordinance 
or that a building, structure or par­ 
cel of land may lawfully be employ­ 
ed for specified uses or both. 
Court. An open space on the same 
lot with a building surrounded by 
walls on two or more sides and unoc­ 
cupied and unobstructed from i t s 
lowest level upward except ss other­ 
wise provided herein. 
Court. Inner, court surrounded on 
all sides by walls, or by walls and a 
lot line. 
Court, Outer. A court surrounded 
en t h r e e sides by walls and t h e 
fourth side opening on a street, alley 
or yard. 
Court. Lot Line. A court surround- 
el on two s i d e s by walls, on one 
side by a lot line and the fourth side 
opening upon a street, alley or yard. 
Court. Length or Outer. The main 
horizontal distance 
between 
t h e 
open and closed ends of the court. 
Court, Height of. The vertical dis­ 
tance from the lowest level of s u c h 
court to the h i g h e s t point of any 
bounding walls. 
Court, Width of. The least horizon­ 
tal dimension of a court at its lowest 
level. 
Curb Level. The elevation of the 
top of the curb or the established 
curb grade opposite the center of the 
building or portion thereof under 
consideration. Where no curb level 
has been established, the elevation 
of the ground at the center of the 
travelled p o r t i o n of the street In 
front thereof shall be considered the 
equivalent of the curb level, a n d 
where the building does not adjoin 
the street the average elevation of 
the p r o p o s e d grade line of t h e 
ground Immediately adjacent to the 
building as shown on the building 
plans shall be considered the c u r b 
level. 
_ 
District. A section of the City of 
Circleville. State of Ohio, for which 
the regulation governing the height, 
use and srea of building and premis­ 
es are the same. 
Dwelling. A dwelling is a building 
arranged, intended or designed to be 
occupied exclusively for residential 
purposes. 
Dwelling, Multiple. A building de­ 
signed or erected for or occupied by 
more than one family. 
Erect. The word “erect” shall 
mean construct, build, raise or es­ 
tablish. either under, upon or above 
the ground surface. 
Extend. To enlarge or increase 
area used or occupied.

He is a guard on the Elmwood 
Park 
High School freshman 
football team, and he plans to 
try out for basketball. 
Bruce, 14, is a typical boy ex­ 
cept he has no fingers and has 
only one toe on each foot. The 
only thing he can’t do, his moth­ 
er says, is tie his shoelaces. 
“It’s very important to contin­ 
ue your education and try these 
different tilings,” Bruce said. 
“You’ve got to at least try.” 
Bruce, who was born handi­ 
capped, began his education at 
the Luther Burbank School for 
Handicapped Children in Chica­ 
go. After three years his par­ 
ents transferred him to Rhodes 
School, a regular public school 
in River Grove, a suburb of Chi­ 
cago. 
In the fourth grade Bruce be­ 
gan playing the slide trombone. 
Ha manipulates it with his 
wrists and now is a member of 
the Elmwood Park High band. 
“Bruce is very strongly deter­ 
mined to do things,” his moth­ 
er, Mrs. Raymond E. Gondola, 
said. “And he always finds a 
way.” 
“When he was three years 
old,” she said, “we dropped a 
penny on the floor to see wheth­ 
er he would pick it up. He stood 
there for a few minutes, then 


moistened his hands and picked 
it up.” 
Bruce is the oldest of four 
boys and the only one with a 
handicap. He wants to go to col­ 
lege but hasn’t decided what he 
wants to do professionally.

Some 300,000 high school and 
junior college student# will have 
the opportunity to learn first­ 
hand about the age of automa­ 
tion. And their teachers will be 
freed from much of the paper 
work that now hinders 
class­ 
room work. 
Core of the program will be a 
data processing center that will 
open in July 1965 in the Sacra­ 
mento Office of Education. A 
smaller pilot center wa# tested 
earlier 
in 
Richmond, 
Calif., 
schools, 
“ It’s one of the most signifi­ 
cant advances in the education­ 
al field in recent years,” said 


Dr. Max Rafferty, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction. 
“Students will have an oppor­ 
tunity to gain an understanding 
of the potential and implications 
of computers in our complicated 
world,” said Dr. Alvin Gris- 
man, a data processing expert 
for the California Department of 
Education. “Also, the comput­ 
ing center will allow youngsters 
to learn about employment op­ 
portunities related to the 
ma­ 
chines.” 
Rafferty said courses in pro­ 
gramming and systems analysis 
and design will be an immediate 
outgrowth of the center’# activi­ 
ties. 
The electronic computer com­ 
plex, developed by the Honey­ 
well Corp., will serve another 
important function — it will 
ease the load of paperwork and 


reports that occupy the time of 
teachers, counselors and admin­ 
istrators. 
All connected with the pro­ 
gram agree that the system 
could save the nation’s taxpay­ 
ers millions of dollars by elimi­ 
nating duplication of data proc­ 
essing 
services at the 
local 
school level. 
They anticipate that within 
the next five to IO years as 
many as IO regional electronic 
computing centers will be in 
operation throughout California, 
hopefully setting a pattern for 
the rest of the nation. 
Prim ary funding will come 
from local school districts which 
will contribute 90 per cent of th# 
budget, with the federal govern, 
ment kicking in IO per cent. Ini­ 
tial cost will be $200,000 for th# 
Sacramento County complex.

receiving 
immunization 
against diphtheria. 
pertussis, 
tetanus, measles and polio on 
their second day of life. 
The purpose of this method is 
to offer greater protection to the 
infant during his early, forma­ 
tive stages. 
This departure from the es­ 
tablished methods of immuniza­ 
tion is being carefully evaluated 
before it is accepted universal­ 
ly. There have been no serious 
reactions to this new 
method 
that m i g h t dissuade further 
study. 
Every conceivable advantage 
is being added 
to the “ stock­ 
pile of health” so that today’s 
newborn infant is given the un­ 
precedented life expectancy of 
70 years and more. 
The taste buds are a most 
sensitive relay 
station 
that 
quickly send their message to 
the brain, where it is decoded 
in an instant. The taste buds on 


the back of the tongue pick up 
the slightest degree of change 
from the pleasant to the unplea­ 
sant.

may be tremendous.” 
When the berry is taken into 
the mouth, it coats the taste 
buds and tricks them and the 
brain so that lemons and limes 
seem to taste deliciously sweet. 
Rhubarb, grapefruit and straw­ 
berries are given a new taste 
dimension. Those 
who 
have 
tasted strawberries after first 
eating the African berry say 
that the taste actually 
defies 
description. 
A child once said, “ If spinach 
was really meant to be eaten, 
it would taste good.” Perhaps 
these same researchers will de­ 
vote some attention to the taste, 
color and appearance of all the 
green, healthful vegetables that 
to date have resisted the enthu­ 
siasm of so many children.

Pettit, in his lith NBA season, 
drew a standing ovation and 
collected the game ball and a 
huge cake after hitting his 20,- 
000th point early in the second 
period at Cincinnati. 
“This was the only record 
that I ever really attempted to 
get,” the 6-foot-9 sharpshooter 
told the crowd during he break 
in play. 
Pettit’s feat overshadowed the 
return of Cincinnati’s Oscar 
Robertson, who contributed 22 
points and IO assists after miss­ 
ing four games with an eye inju­ 
ry.

(AP) - The 
Ford Motor Co.’s 160,000 hourly 
workers today face the possibili­ 
ty of a total layoff sometime 
next week over labor trouble 
still brewing nearly two months 
after agreement on a national 
contract.

It added: “When a warning 
shot was fired into the air, the 
vehicle attempted to leave the 
scene.

CLEVELAND (AP)—An inves­ 
tigation of an alleged job shake- 
down on the Cleveland water­ 
front has led to the indictment 
by a federal grand jury of two 
former officers of Local 1317, 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Association (ILA). 
The grand jury Friday indict­ 
ed Daniel J. Greene, former 
president and business agent of 
Local 1317, on charges of em­ 
bezzling union funds and trying 
to cover up his deeds by falsi­ 
fying reports required under the 
Landrum-Griffin Act. He was 
ousted from his $300-a-week un­ 
ion post last Sept. 16, three days 
after the alleged job shakedown 
racket was uncovered. 
Indicted with Greene was Leon 
J. 
(Skip) 
Ponikvar, a Local

pension. 
Four counts in the indictment 
charge that Greene between Jan. 
I, 1963, and last Sept. 16, “did 
embezzle, 
steal or unlawfully 
and willfully abstract or convert 
to his own use or the use of 
another” about $11,636.84. 
Two counts against Greene 
charge that he made false state­ 
ments and entries in Landrum- 
Griffin reports. Ponikvar was in­ 
dicted on one such count. 
The maximum penalty on each 
count of the embezzlement, con­ 
version and conspiracy charges 
is five years in prison and $10,- 
000 fine, while the falsification 
charge carries a maximum pen­ 
alty of one year in prison and

Soviet Shuns 
New Plan To 


Pay Its Dues 


UNITED 
NATIONS,

(AP) — The Soviet Union was 
reported today to have rejected 
a new plan to solve the deadlock 
over financing of U.N. peace­ 
keeping operations. 
Ambassador Adlal E. Steven­ 
son said Friday that the United 
States would accept “voluntary 
payments in any form” from 
the Soviet Union toward its $52.6 
million U.N. debt. 
Diplomatic sources said, how­ 
ever, the Soviet Union turned 
down the idea. A Communist 
diplomat was quoted as saying 
that if the Soviet Union contrib­ 
uted to a voluntary fund used 
for 
peacekeeping 
costs 
“it 
would be paying for operations 
that were undertaken illegally.” 
The Soviet Union refuses to 
pay its dues for the Congo and 
Middle 
East operations, 
con­ 
tending they were authorized 
illegally by the General Assem­ 
bly rather than the Security 
Council where the Soviet Union 
holds veto power. 
The United States wants to 
strip the Soviets of their vote in 
the General Assembly under a 
U.N. charter provision calling 
for action if a nation falls two 
years behind in its assessments. 
The Soviet Union has indicated 
it might quit the United Nations 
if it is deprived of its vote when 
the General Assembly convenes 
Dec. I.
